Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. Claims 17-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because they simply recite a computer 
readable medium having computer-readable codes, i.e., computer program, which are not executed 
by a computer system. Thus, the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter.
